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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

See Figure 2 with spring 156, piston 151, disk-brake 168,170, radial flanges 94 
and one-piece outside body at the vicinity of numerals 94,216,180, 98. 
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5. Claims 1, 2, 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rogier et al(4610331). 

Figure 1 discloses one-piece outside body 10,12, groove/ring at 31. 

6. Claims 1 , 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cunningham et al(5099964). 

Note one-piece outside body 25. 

7. Claims 1-2,4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Daigre(US 2003/01 50674A1). 

Note one-piece body 20.
